When LYNCH began work at the SHORECREST, she served as 
housekeeper and then during the period of time of approximately 
1977 until the time that she left, she performed other work, 
including running the switchboard, renting the apartments, and 
performing miscellaneous chores. She stated that she was selected 
on the basis of her extensive knowledge regarding the SHORECREST 
HOTEL and recalled that as rental manager, she once had the 
SHORECREST rented at 98% capacity. LYNCH ‘said that there were 
some transient type of rooms as well as apartments which carried 
yearly leases. The transient rooms she referred to were those 
which rented on a weekly or monthly basis. LYNCH said that during 
the time she was housekeeper at the SHORECREST, she remembers she 
had "seven colored maids" working for her.

LYNCH also recalled that there was a white male, whose

LYNCH said that she currently has a heart pacemaker as a 
result of having suffered a heart attack approximately 13 years 
ago.

A federal jury two years ago 

, decided that Joseph P. Balistrieri 

had discriminated against blacks 

who wanted to rent units at his 
Shorecrest Hotel Apartments. 


On Wednesday, an entirely dif- 
ferent jury began its deliberations 
on exactly how much and to 
whom Balistrieri will have to pay 
damages. 


U.S. Justice Department attor- 
ney Barbara Kammerman said 
Balistrieri should pay at least 
$90,000 іп punitive damages and 
his former rental manager, Ange- 
line A. Hurdelbrink, should pay 
$10,000. 

*Because of the repeated, sys- 
tematic and deliberate pattern of 
race discrimination at the Shore- 
crest, these two defendants de- 
serve to be punished," Kammer- 
man told the jury. 


The Justice Department said 
Balistrieri, owner of the Shore- 
crest, and Hurdelbrink violated 
the Fair Housing Act by refusing 
to rent units to blacks. 

Тһе government also said 
blacks were quoted higher rents 
than whites and were told certain 


units were not available for іп- 


spection or rent when they were 
available. 

Balistrieri is а son of the late 
Frank P. Balistrieri, who had 
been identified in court docu- 
ments as the reputed leader of 
organized crime in Milwaukee. 

Joseph Balistrieri and his 
brother, John J. Balistrierl, were 
sentenced in July 1984 to eight 
years In prison for conspiracy to 
extort and attempted extortion of 
a Milwaukee vending machine 
owners. They were released in 
early 1989. 

Joseph Balistrieri’s attorney, 


` Dennis Coffey, expressed concern : 


that his client's past could influ- 
ence the way he is seen today. 
*One of the difficulties I have 
in this case is I represent a man 
named Joseph Balistrieri,” Coffey 


' told the jury. *I have'to be con- 


cerned as his lawyer about how 
you are going to judge Mr. Balis- 
trieri. Is һе a bad man because 
he's been to prison? Is he liable 
for everything the U.S. govern- 
ment says he did?" 


Hurdelbrink's attorney, Roland 
Steinle, said the government had 
«designed a battle plan against 
my client."

Hurdelbrink to pay $15,000 ín 
compensatory damages to the

The jury awarded $2,000 to 
each of the testers and $5,000 to 
the housing council. In April, 
$2,500 in civil penalties was as- 
sessed against Dalistrieri. Hurdel- 
brink was ordered to pay a civil 
fine of $100. | 

Balistrieri and Hurdelbrink ap- 
pealed. | 


In а November 1992 ruling, the 
7th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
upheld the ruling that the pair 
had engaged in discriminatory 
rental practices at the Shorecrest. 


However, the Appeals Court 
vacated the award of civil penal- 
ties and said the district court had 
been in error when it decided that 
punitive damages would not be 
awarded to the five testers or the 
fair housing council because the 
court “could find no evidence of 
willfulness or wantonness Іпді- 


cating the defendants' desire to 


hurt or injure."
